EDITORIAL 


> 
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Profit Sharing 

A wide breach between Capital and 
Labor exists throughout the indus- 
trial world in all nations, and des- 
pite all the sincere efforts being put 
forth by governments, employers and 
labor leaders the breach seems to be 
widening. During the war, in fhe 
face of a dire peril threatening all 
classes and all nations, Capital and 
Labor joined forces and by splendid 
co-operative, patriotic effort accom- 
plished great things and proved an 
essential factor in achieving victory. 
Now that victory over tlie common 
enemy has been ‘won, and the mili- 
tary and naval struggle in Europe 
ended, there appears to be grave dan- 
ger that an industrial war will follow 
within the nations. 

Speaking generally, Capital realizes 
that social and industrial conditions 
and relationships between employer 
and employee as they existed prior to 
the war cannot be continued, Wages 
cannot drop to their pre-war level; 
hours of labor will inevitably be 
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profit-sharing policiese Workers are 
now insistently demanding that they 
be given a larger share of the wealth 
produced by their labor. Capital and 
Labor are, in reality, partners in in- 
dustry. Neither one can get on with- 
out the other. But Labor holds, and 
with some justice, that in the past 
Capital has received the major por- 
tion of the profits resulting from the 
partnership. Their labor, they claim, 
is not merely a commodity to sell; 
but something which, like Capital, has 
aright to its fair share of the wealth 
resulting from the combined use of 
Capital and Labor. Labor asks for a 
share of the profits of industry. 
Profit-sharing policies are now. be- 
ing tried out in Great Britain, United 
States and Canada. A few days ago, 
on the occasion of the twenty-first 
anniversary of the business, the Rob- 
ert Simpson Co., of. Toronto, an- 
nounced the inauguration of  profit- 
sharing with its large army of em- 


ployees.. One of the large industrial 
concerns in the United States, em- 
ploying abont 10,000 hands, has 


adopted a novel profit-sharing policy. 
The Company's plan provides: “That 
after present capital and permanent 
labor have each been justly compen- 
sated, having due regard to the cost 
of each (the cost of capital and the 
cost of. living) then the additional 
profits accruing from the joint em- 
ployment of permanent capital and 
permanent labor shall be © divided 
equally among them—fifty, fifty,” In- 
dividual and departmental efficiency 
is to be rewarded, and there is to be 
increasing reward for continuous ser- 
vice, but these rewards are to have 
no influence upon the periodical wage 
readjustments, 

Commenting on this scheme, a 
prominent and influential United 
States. paper regards it as likely to 
provide a basis for the adjustment of 
the entire labor question,’ and Says: 
“It is one of the complaints of Capi- 
tal that the demands of Labor organ-

tends, however, that this social revo- 
lution cannot be successfully brought 
about in a week, or a month, or even 
a year. With all the goodwill in the 
world it will take time to work out 
this evolution if Capital is not to be 
ruthlessly destroyed and _ industrial 
activity reduced to a state of chaos. 

Labor, on the other hand, suspic- 
ious of Capital and fearful of the per- 
manent loss of rights and privileges 
which the workers voluntarily — sur- 
rendered during the war, is impatient 
at delay and demands immediate ac- 
tion, Most of the responsible leaders 
of organized labor recognize 
that Capital has a huge task ahead of 
it in re-transforming industry from a 
war to a peace basis; that the finan- 
cial world is unsettled; and that it is 
impossible for Capital to grant all 
Labor’s demands at once. But the 
great body of workers do not, or 
will not, see this, and the regrettable 
tendency is everywhere evident — for 
the workers to break away from and 
disregard their own leaders, 

What is clearly needed is the crea- 
tion of a feeling of mutual confidence 
between these two parties; the evo- 
lution of a plan which will — satisfy 
both that neither is trying to take 
advantage of the other. It is urged 
in many quarters that this can be 
established by the inauguration of

If, for example, the 
workers were to sce that it was to 
their personal interest that the con- 
cern by which they were employed 
should turn out the largest amount of 
products, and the best made goods 
that could be produced, they would 
probably give little heed to the plea 
for a shorter working day. It is gen- 
erally agreed that strikes are tre- 
mendously costly. If afforded an op- 
portunity to participate in the pros- 
perity of their employers, it) seems 
altogether likely that employees 
would sce the justice in taking also 
their share of possible losses. The 
elimination of suspicion and selfish- 
ness would go a long distance — to- 
ward bringing about a better. under- 
standing. between Capital and Labor, 
and a step toward that-end seems to 
be the first one to take.”

The fast increasing number of rural 
telephone users is a good indication 
of the development of a district. Each 
of the three prairie provinces has an 
excellent telephone system, and as far 
as this micans of communication is 
concerned the farmer.in Western 
Canada is as well provided as the 
town dweller. 

With 39,438% miles of pole line 
in operation, no less than 41,096 rural 
subscribers were served by the gov- 
ernment rural telephone system at 
the end of the fiscal year, April 30, 
1918. At the end of that period there 
were 958 rural telephone companies 
operating under the provisions of the 
act. During the present fiscal year 
to date, 4,922% miles of new line have 
been added, making a total of 44,360% 
miles of line in operation at the pres- 
tent time.

Boundary Dispute Settled 


Will Restore Belgium’s Sovereignty 
and Eliminate Her Neutrality 

Paris. — The report of the com- 
mission on Belgian affairs, charged 
with investigation of the differences 
between Belgium and Holland, has 
been submitted to the council of the 
five great powers. It advises that the 
three treaties of 1839 establishing the 
status of Belgium and*Holland be re- 
vised by the council as they now are 
“useless and disadvantageous to Bel- 
gium,” 

The three treaties are identical ex- 
cept as to the signatories. Belgium 
and Holland signed one and Holland 
and Belgium .each signed one with 
Great Britain, France, Austria, Rus- 
sia and Prussia. Three of these pow- 
ers have disappeared and the treaties 
have become “scraps of paper,” 
which Germany violated by invading 
Belgium, 

The proposed revision of the trea- 
ties will restore Belgium’s complete 
sovereignty and eliminate her neu- 
trality, which afforded no protection, 
and is now distasteful. Holland will 
be summoned before “the big five” 
shortly to discuss revision of the 
treaties, 


Have Themselves to Thank

London, — Control of the German 
ships is a necessary condition to the 
feeding of the German people and 
the Germans have made that situa- 
tion, declarcs the Westminster Ga- 
zette in discussing the break in the 
shipping negotiations at Spa. Again 
and again during the last two years 
the paper adds, it has pointed out to 
them the destruction of merchant ton- 
nage by their ruthless submarine war- 
fare would produce a situation in 
which it might be totally impossible 
to supply Germany herself with the 
food and raw materials which she 
would need when the war ended.

Alsace-Lorraine May Be Occupied 

Permanently by French Troops 
. Paris. — A new map of Europe is 
rapidly taking form, and within a 
week the frontiers of the old states 
will largely be defined asthey are to 
appear in the peace treaty and the 
successive documents fixing territor- 
ial limits. 

First in importance is Germany's 
western fronticr bordering on France 
which asstimes international signi- 
ficance as a barrier against renewal 
of the present war. “Owing to the 
issucs involved, the final determina- 
tion of this question is left to the 
council of the great powers, but in 
the meantime the tentative plans 
have been well advanced by the cotm- 
mission which | co- -ordinated reports 
on all fronticr questions. 

As it now stands, the western fron- 
tier comes under three main heads— 
first, Alsace-Lorraine; second, the 
great iron and coal regions of Bricy 
and the Saar valley; and third, the 
extensive strip of German territory 
lying on the west bank of the Rhine 
from Palatinate northward. 

With respect to Alsacc-Lorraine, 
the present tendency is to make re- 
cession of this section to France 
without any condition of a plebiscite 
or otherwise. It is now occupied by 
military forces under the armistice, 
and there is every indication that the 
occupation will become permanent. 

The Briey and Saar valley sections 
are chiefly important as furnishing 
iron, steel and coal on which Ger- 
many’s military power was based, 
and it-is believed that the new. line 
will dcMiitely put an end to any fur- 
ther suse of these sources of German 
power. _Part of the Briey and Saar 
sections will become French by the 
return of Lorraine. 

The main difficulty has been over 
a large section of the Saar coal fields 
lying beyond Lorraine and within 
German territory. The present idea 
seems to be somewhat between an- 
nexation of that section and leaving 
it to Germany. According to this 
plan, the northern Saar region weuld 
be neither French nor German, but 
would occupy a position somewhat 
similar to the District. of Columbia 
among the American states. 

Its productive capacity would 
doubtless go to France, but political- 
ly its three hundred inhabitants 
would not be subject to conscription 
or military service cither to France 
or Germany, and would not eléct tel- 
egates to the legislative body of 
cither country. ; 

This and other measur¢s afe being
